Chianciola  next  broke 
away  for  a 70-yard  touchdown  run  and  Cox  kicked  the  point.  A 50-yard 
run  by  Riley  set  up  the  pass — Chianciola  to  Knowlton — for  the  last  touch- 
down.

In  one  of  the  finest  games  ever  played  at  Newell  Stadium,  (a  “snow 
bowl”  this  Thanksgiving,  for  the  field  had  to  be  cleared  of  a 12-inch  snow- 
fall the  night  before)  an  inspired  Gloucester  eleven,  showing  superiority  in 
every  department,  scored  the  major  schoolboy  upset  of  the  year  by  pinning 
a 7-0  defeat  on  rival  Class  B Champion,  Peabody,  hitherto  undefeated  and 
unscored  on.  With  a frigid  winter  wind  and  frozen  turf  to  slow  down  the 
game,  the  teams  fought,  with  no  score,  to  the  third  quarter  when  the  sun 
melted  the  surface  of  the  field  to  mud  and  pools  of  ice  water.  In  the  fourth 
a Cox  punt  gained  56  yards  and  put  Peabody  in  a hole  that  they  never  got 
out  of.  Knowlton  grounded  a punt  on  the  “Tanner’s”  38  and  “now  was  the 
time.”  A long  running  pass,  Cox  to  Chianciola,  was  good  for  28  yards.  A 
shovel  pass,  Cox  to  Chianciola,  gained  two  more,  and  then  a Cox  to  Cook 
pass  connected  for  the  touchdown.  From  dropkick  formation  Cox  found  a 
hole  over  his  left  guard  and  slid  through  to  make  the  count  7-0.
